Twenty-seven rabbits experienced very brief discomfort resulting from test article 
administration during preclinical toxicology testing. These animals were used on dermal 
toxicity {19 rabbits), primary eye irritation (7 rabbits) studies and one intramuscular toxicity 
study (1 rabbit) and two safety studies (2 guinea pigs). These studies are required by the 
U.S. ERA Hazard Evaluation Guidelines and the U.S. FDA Guidelines for development of 
human safety data. 

For the primary eye studies, the ocular tissue is not anesthetized since inhibition of the 
blink and/or tear response may alter the experimental results. In addition, the local 
anesthetic agents may interact with the test article altering the ocular response. Some 
local anesthetics can also cause loss of the surface cells of the cornea and delay corneal 
epithelial regeneration. 

The dermal, acute toxicity and safety studies were conducted to monitor several endpoints, 
including clinical effects, body weight effects, lethality and reversible toxicity. Since lethality 
and reversible toxicity are specific endpoints in these evaluations, administration of 
sedatives, tranquilizers and/or analgesics could interfere with these endpoints. If no 
mortality is produced by administration of a specific dose level, no further testing is 
required under the guidelines, thus eliminating unnecessary animal testing. 

Four dogs experienced brief discomfort following test substance administration. The 
dosage level for three of the dogs was reduced and the condition improved. The studies 
were required by the FDA for development of human safety data.

Eighteen rabbits were classified under Category “E”. Thirteen rabbits were in a dermal 
irritation study and were believed to have suffered pain and/or distress from corrosive 
skin lesions. The purpose of the study was to evaluate the toxic effects of a test material 
when applied topically as a single administration to rabbits. The study was conducted in 
compliance with U.S. Food and Drug Administration Good Laboratory Practices (21

condition of their skin was graded for the severity of erythema, edema, eschar formation 
and fissuring present at the application site. The clinical veterinarians closely observed 
the animals, and did not observe other signs of pain and/or distress, such as inappetence, 
weight loss, or vocalization. 

Five rabbits were believed to have experienced pain and/or distress from ocular 
administration of test material. The purpose of the study was to evaluate the toxic effects 
of a test material when administered in the right eye to rabbits as a single dose. The 
study was conducted in compliance with U.S. Food and Drug Administration Good 
Laboratory Practices (21 CFR Part 58). The rabbits were evaluated daily by animal health 
technicians and the condition of the treated eyes were graded for the severity of 
conjunctivitis, ocular discharge, hemorrhage of conjunctival tissue, and degree of corneal 
damage. The clinical veterinarians closely observed the animals, and did not observe 
other signs of pain and/or distress, such as inappetence, weight loss, or vocalization.
